Tc  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

I beg  tc  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1953. 
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There  were  15  births,  all  legitimate,  an  increase  of 
two  on  last  year’s  figures. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  nil  for  the  fourth 
successive  year. 

There  were  only  9 deaths,  compared  with  17  in  ^952. 
Six  rf  these  nine  deaths  were  of  persons  over  70  years  of 
age  (i.e.  66. 6%),  and  of  these, four  were  over  80  years  of 

age  (i.e.  44.4%). 

NOTIFICATIONS  OP  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 

The  only  notifications  during  the  year  were 
of  Scarlet  Fever.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

One  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  notified,  during 
the  year  and  admitted  to  Hospital  for  treatment.  Three  cases 
previously  notified  were  also  admitted  to  Hospital  during  the 
year. 

There  was  no  Mass  Radiography  carried  out  during  1953  9 
but  it  is  expected  that  the  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography 
Service  will  visit  the  area  before  the  end  of  1954.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Several  of  the  samples  sent  for  bacteriological  examination 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory , 
although  in  all  cases  the  amount  of  contamination  was  slight. 
This  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  failure  of  the  existing  system 
of  clorinaticn,  which  has  since  been  remedied. 

SEWERAGE . 

A scheme  has  been  prepared  by  the  engineers  for  a combined 
sewerage  scheme  for  the  Urban  District  and  part  of  the  surround- 
ing Rural  District.  This  has  been  submitted  to  the  County 
Council  who  made  various  suggestions;  but  it  had  not  been 
submitted  to  the  Welsh  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Local  Govern- 
ment and  Planning. 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  during  the  year 
concerning  the  outfalls  at  Plas  Farm  and  Jesse  Road,  and  the 
need  for  a new  sewerage  system  becomes  increasing^  urgent. 

HOUSING 

Fourteen  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  to  34.
